Fred Hamilton Was Ar- 


rested as He Defended 
Three Men Charged 
With Same Crime. 


Clarksdale, Miss:, October 23.—(/) 
Fred Hamilton, Watervalley attor- 
ney, attempted suicide by taking poi- 


_ gon here today immediately after his 


conviction in federal court for con- 
spiracy in the slaying of J. H. Pruitt, 
a government “informer” in liquor 
cases, 

Hamilton, convicted along with 
three Yalobusha county farmers, 
whom he had prepared to defend 
prior to his own arrest in the case, 
was sentenced to six years in the 
federal penitentiary and fined $5,000. 

Hamilton, who swallowed the po- 
tion while seated on a bench in the 
federal courtroom, refused to have an 
antidote administered and was car- 
ried to the hospital against his will. 
His condition was pronounced by 
physicians as serious. : 

The act of the convicted man, for 
20 years a leading north Mississippi 
attorney and prominent socially, fol- 
lowed his denial of guilt and his dec- 
laration to the court that “I have 
been convicted on false testimony.” 

Prior te a 15-minute deliberation 


by the jury and the sentence imposed 
by Judge Edward R. Holmes, Hamil- 


ton in a statement to the court said: 


“IT am not ashamed of anything I 
have done. I would rather a thou- 
sand times be Fred Hamilton than 
any of these witnesses for the gov- 
ernment who made false statements 
against me. I would also rather be 
Fred Hamilton than be the _ court, 
whose solemn duty it is to sentence 
me after the verdict of the jury.” 

Judge Holmes’ reply was: “The 
maximum sentence allowed under the 
law is entirely too small. The gov- 


t testimony in this ease point-| 


ernmen 
ed to absolute guilt without a rea- 
sonable donbt and the jury has found 


you guilty after*a fair trial.” 


Defense counsel then approached 
Hamilton and told him an appeal 
would be applied for. 


Arrested in Court. 


“You need not bother about me,” 
was Hamilton’s reply. “I am gone 
from here.” Undetected he then swal- 
lowed the poison which was conceal- 
ed in a handkerchief. 

Hamilton was arrested in court sevy- 
eral months ago when he was prepar- 
ing to defend Ellerson and Lee Cofer 
and Floyd Carr, the farmers who re- 
eeived similar sentences and fines to- 


y. 

A like charge against Glen Davis 
was dismissed from federal court yes- 
terday and Davis turned over to Quit- 
man county authorities for lack of 
evidence to convict in federal court. 

Pruitt was slain in Quitman coun- 
ty in October, 1927.

DETENTION GELLS 
FOR PSYCHOPATHG 
PATIENTS SOUGHT 


| Junior Chamber To So- 


licit Funds for Mainte- 


nance of Rooms at Con- 
tagious Disease Hospital 


A committee of seven, representing 
the Atlanta Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, will confer at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon with Mayor I. N. Ragsdale 
as the first step in an effort to so- 
licit funds from the city for operation 
of a series of detention cells at the 
contagious disease hospital for the 
mentally defective. 

This decision was reached Tuesday 
afternoon at a meeting of the directors 
of the organization, presided over by 
Baxter Maddox, president, and fol- 
lowed a lengthy discussion during 
which it was developed that when 
members of the body sponsored the 
project before city council and Fulton 
county commissioners in 1924, they 
sought detention cells only and not a 
psychopathic ward for treatment of 
those mentally affected. 

Slaton Outlines Work. 

John M. Slaton, Jr.; who headed 

the committee which worked for es- 


tablishment of the contagious disease 
ward and the detention rooms, out- 
lined the work of the organization in 
reference to the matter and declared 
it was not the purpose of the money 
to establish a psychopathic ward, but 
merely to set aside certain rooms in 
which those awaiting transportation 
to Milledgeville could be kept instead 
of having them incarcerated in jail. 

“We never had in mind a treat- 
ment of the patients to any extended 
degree, but our primary object was 
to hold. them in the cells instead of 
consigning them to the jail while un- 
der the 10-day observation as required 
by law,” Mr, Slaton said. 

Maintenance Only Problem. 

“We do feel that the rooms pro- 
vided for the purpose.could and 
Should be utilized to good advantage, 
as we intended they should be. It 
seems to be a problem only of main- 
tenance. Additional finances will be 
needed. probably to retain employees 
to operate the cells, and I feel that 
we should offer our services to the 
mayor and council in a cooperative 
spirit.”’ 

The resolutions called for appoint- 
ment of the committee to communicate 
with the proper authorities in an ef- 
fort to have the cells utilized as they 
were intended. Mr. Slaton will head 
the committee. Associated with him 
will be Dr. Herbert Kennedy, former 
president of the organization; John 
A. Candler, Fitzhugh Knox, Jr.; Joe 
Ray, George Kinsman and Horace 
Russell, former member of city coun- 
cil from the ninth ward and one of 
the champions of the contagious dis- 
ease ward. 


ZEPPELIN READY

Marietta, Ga., October 23.—(Spe- 
cial) —-An enormous tree stump, blast- 
ed out of a vacant lot in the residen- 
tial section of this city late today, 
crashed through the roof of an apart- 
ment house fully 600 feet away and 
instantly killed Miss Georgia Chap- 
man, 16, as she was being given a 
violin lesson. 

George Hardeman, the music teach- 
er, miraculously escaped serious in- 
jury although the stump, which 
weighed approximately 500 pounds, 
tore part of his clothing off. A dog, 
lying in the parlor of the Chapman 
apartment, on the top floor, also was 
killed. 

Miss Chapman, who was one of the 
most popular seniors of the local high 
school, was crushed into the floor by 
the crashing stump, which almost fell 
through to the next apartment. 

Gunpowder Used. 

According to investigation later, a 
lumber company blasting crew was at 
work clearing a field back of Church 
street, to be used as an extension to 
its local yard. It was said by in- 
through a box car on the railroad 
tracks nearby and several men nar- 
rowly escaped death or serious injury.

The charred wreckage of the plane 
was found by Sheriff Jim McDonald 
and a party of deputies who took to 
the hills on horseback when reports 
were received that the plane was seen 
to fall, All four bodies, burned almost 
beyond recognition, were found in the 
eabin.

London, October 23.—( United 
News.)—-Dr. Hugh Mansfield Robin- 
son tonight sent two messages ad- 
(iressed to radio stations on the plan- 
ate Mars from the powerful govern- 
ment radio station at Rugby. 

The messages read, “Love to Mars 
from earth,” and -“‘God is love.” 

Dr. Robinson then waited nine min- 
utes for a reply from the planet. 
The first message was sent at 2:19 
a. m. 

A long message-——sent in the Morse 
code—wus received at the home of 
Professor A. M. Low, one of Brit- 
ain’s best-known young scientists, at 
aiat.a. MM. 

Professor Low, Dr. Hugh Robin- 
son, who sent a message addressed to 
Mars from the Rugby wireless sta- 
tion tonight, and the United News 
correspondent, were at the Low home 
when the message was réceived. 

Robinson claimed that the message 
received was a reply from a Mar- 
tian radio station. 

Dr. Robinson, who claims to have 
been in telepathic communieation 
with Mars; Professor Low and the 
United News correspondent heard the 
mysterious message at 2:27 a.m. The 
second message, “God is love,” was 
dispatched from the Rugby station at 
2:32 a. m., and started on its 365,- 
000,000-mile. journey to Mars. {he 
government did not guarantee that 
the message would reach its desti- 
nation. . 

Officials, in fact, insisted that the 
whole transaction was merely routine 
busjness and in no way involved the 
postoffice department's belief or dis- 
belief that the message could be re- 
ceived on Mars—or that there was 
anyone there to receive it. The mes- 
Sages were punched on tape and hand- 
ed to the operator who inserted the 
tape in the transmitter for relay to 
the Rugby loudspeaker. 

A receiver sat at a “near-by table, 
listening for any message which might 
be received at St. Albans, where the 
apparatus for receiving is located. He 
was prepared to copy anything heard 
on the specified 30,000-meter wave 
length. Dr. Robinson had said the 


: 


reply would be received on that wave 
length. 

Robinson later said that he would 
await the report of the postoffice de- 
partment before definitely stating 
that he believed the message came 
from Mars, 

“It is impossible to accept this 
morning's proceedings as conclusive,” 
he said, “on account of the oscilla- 
tion of Professor Low's radio set. It 
is unsafe to draw definite conclusions 
until we get the postoffice depart- 
ment’s report.” | 

Shortly before the time set for send- 
ing the message to Mars, Robinson 
described a dramatic two-hour session 
in the presence of the American me- 
dium, Suzanna Harris, during which 
fi.cl arrangements for. the experi- 
ment were completed. 

Robinson said he held a lengthy 
telepathic conversation with Martians 
and arranged to the most minute de- 
tail for the sending and reception of 
the message. 

Robinson said that in his telepathic 
conversation he talked to his Martian 
girl friend, Qomarura, and asked her 
to translate the two messages which 
he will send. 

Qomaruru said she would be glad 
to do it and gave him the following 
translation in the Martian language: 

“Love to Mars” would read “Ma 
La Oi” and “God Is Love” would 
read “‘Oom Ga Mar,” Robinson said 
VOomaruru told him. ‘ 

Robinson was “in training” for his 
experiment tonight. At dinner he ate 
only grapefruit, vegetable salad and 
Welsh rabbit. He sipped lime juice. 

“We must be vegetarians and keep 
receptive minds,” Robinson said. . 

In describing this afternoon’s ses- 
sion with the American medium he 
said :f 

“Miss Harris emitted ectoplasm, 
which raised two trumpets in the 
room. Martians were then able to 
pronounce words which were audible 
to myself and Miss Harris.” 

Dr. Robinson said he had informed 
the planetary radio operators that a 
message would be sent them. He said

NOVELIST, PASSES 


Author of Graustark 

Books and Other Works 
‘Succumbs at Dutch 
Treat Club Luncheon.

New York, October 23.—(P)— 
George Barr McCutcheon, author of 
the Graustark books and many other 
novels and short stories, dropped dead 
today just after lunching with a group 
of friends. 

Iie had been stated at a table at 
the weeklg luncheon of the Dutch 
Treat club in the Hotel Martinique 
with Loren Palmer, Arthur Train, 
Thomas L. ‘Masson and Robert Dick- 
et. When dessert was served he arose 
and made his way to a washroom 
where he’ collapsed. Beginning his 
publication of novel with the turn 
of the century the author steadfastly 
maintained the highly romantic man- 
ner of writing with which he started 
his career with “Graustark,” the real- 
istic school of literature having no ef- 


fect on him. 
He had a host of admirers and his 


pen was as prolific as ever when 

death called a halt, his last book hav- 

ing been published only a few weeks 

ago and another one being already un- 

der way. . 
Born in Indiana. 

McCutcheon was born in Tippeca- 
noe county, Indiana, in 1866, and was 
graduated from Purdue university. He 
seems to have had some doubt in his 
youth as to what profession he would 
choose, for he was an actor for a lit- 
tle time and again he ran away with 
a circus. 

But in 1889 he became a reporter 
on the Lafayette (Ind.) Morning 
Journal, and from that moment writ- 
ing became his career. From the 
Journal he went to the Lafayette 
Daily Courier, becoming that paper’s 
city editor in 1893. ; 

He remained in that position for 
several years, finding time to write 
his first novel, which he called “Poo- 
too’s Gods,” but which was published 
in 1905 under .the title, “Nedra.” 


Graustark First Novel. 


His first published novel was “Grau- 
stark,” in 1901, and in what he then 
believed to be a burst of business acu- 
men he sold that outright for 3500. 
Just how much the publisher made by 
that arrangement has never been made 
public. 

After that McCutcheon wrote stead- 
ily and for the next quarter of a 
century no year passed without a new 
book from his pen, and in many years 
there were two. There was a whole 
group of Graustark books, all of 
which had a wide vogue, and among 
the others “Brewster’s Millions’ was 
perhaps as popular as any. 

McCutcheon had recently returned 
from a vacation in the south, and 
had seemed well to his publishers and 
the many friends with whom he came 
in contact. He is survived by his 
widow, whom he married in 1904, and 
his brother, John, eartoonist. 

Field Pure Romance. 


George Barr McCutcheon, to whom 
death came today while dining with 
friends in New York, was a novelist 
who considered that his field was pure 
romance. 

While employed as a reporter on the 
Lafayette, Ind., Journal in 1889 Mce- 
Cutcheon ‘utilized his spare time in 
writing a novel. He completed it and 
put it away. Then he wrote another

BLAZE IN GhICAGO 
KILLS SIX HOBOES 


“Flop House” Floaters, 
Unknown Even to Pals, 
Ride a Blind Into Ely- 
sian Jungle.

Chicago, October 23.—(United 
News)—Stone slabs in a morgue to- 
night held the bodies of six men, dere- 
licts and nomads, whose drifting in 
life brought them to one of South State 
street’s famous “flop houses,” where 
a fire early today claimed their lives. 

Names of five of the six were listed 
but there wa8& no one among the hun- 
dreds of “buddies” and “guests” at 
the Eagle hotel, who could tell who 
“they might have been.” 

They simply were drifters, the same 


as countless others who wander aim- 


lessly through the ‘flophouse district,” 
daily, mooching or managing in some 
way to get 15 cents for a “bunk,” and 
enough to pay for their fare in a 
“souphouse.” 

The weather outside was cold and 
the victims, with some S80 others who 
escaped, were huddled on their cots 
on the third floor. Flimsy cell-like en- 
closures, their “bunks” separated only 
by wire screening, provided their quar- 
ters, : 

Trapped by Blaze. 


The only exit from the third floor 
was to the front of the building. 


Those who escaped, scantily clad and 
shivering into State street, were oc- 
cupying the more desirable rooms to 
the front, near the exit. 

The six victims were sleeping in the 
rear and when the flames enveloped 
the floor, their escape through the exit 
was cut off. 

Nine men, carried out of the build- 
ing, were taken to hospitals suffering 
from injuries and burns. Bighty 
others, who had lost their shabby and 
only garments, were taken to police 
stations where social agencies pre- 
pared to provide them with warm 
clothing. 

One of the victims whose body was 
found by firemen, was an old man. He 
was kneeling beside a small cot, his 
face upturned and his hands clasped. 


‘He had time only to offer up a prayer 


before he perished in the flames. 
Victim Unidentified. 

He was unidentified tonight. The 
names of those identified by their 
pals, gave little indication as to who 
they might have been or from where 
they came. . 


Any information that might have} 


been gained from clothing labels or 
letters, was lost in the fire. Even 
the hotel register, which bore scarcely 
anymore than a name, which may or 
may not have been that of their fam- 
ily, was destroyed, 

Daniel Celestine, 70, was a waiter 
in his old age, police were told. John 
Henry, 22, had “drifted” early in life, 
and was a hotel bus boy. Two bodies 
were identified as §. T. Roberts and 
Hugh Roberts. They were not re 
lated as far as anyone could learn, 

H. Price, a fifth victim, was 
waiter, the sixth was not identified, 

The ashes in the hotel ruins might 
tell an interesting story but tonight 
the names of the victims at the morgue 
meant nothing more than their men- 
tion, even to their “flophouse pals” 
in South State street,

Ten-minute receptions 
have been arranged, however, at Wor- 
cester and Springfield, Mass., before 
the arrival in Boston and on Thurs- 
day the nominee will cut down through 
southern New England toward New 
York in a 12-hour demonstration.

Sioux City, Towa, October 23.—(/) 
Senator Joe T. Robinson ealled upon 
the adherents to the progressive party 
in an address tonight to vote the 
democratic national ticket this year, 
because, he said, ultra-conservatism 
and reactionary influences dominate 
the republican party and its standard 
bearers. 

Speaking over a radio hookup that 
was caleulated to reach citizens in 
four states—Iowa, Nebraska, South 
Pakota and Minnesota—where Sen- 
ator LaFollette polled a heavy vote 
four years ago, Senator Robinson ar- 
raigned. Herbert Hoover as an ob- 
structor of progressive legislation and 
Senator Curtis as “the king of the 
stand-patters.’’ : 

Hits G. O. P. Reactionaries. 

“The nominees of the republican 
party for president and vice president, 
Mr. Hoover and Senator Curtis, are 
both reactionaries,” the democratic 
vice presidential nominee said. “Neith- 
er has done or said anything to justi- 
fy the belief that the corrupt lobby 
will be combatted—representing in- 
fluences which have proved so power- 
ful in corrupting the various execu- 
tive departments and in thwarting the 
efforts of progressive members of both 
parties in the senate and house to 
enact legislation that will safeguard 
the public interest respecting such sub- 


jects as farm relief and water power. 

“The Kansas City platform drafted 
by Senator Smoot and his associates 
is the product of ultra-conservatism 
and proposes the continuance of the 
reactionary influences and _ policies 
which have prevailed during: the Cool- 
idge administration, No measures of 
reform in which progressives are in- 
terested can be hoped fot under an 
administration headed by Hoover and 
Curtis,” Senator Rebinson declared, 
“because Hoover admits that he merely 
intends to carry out the Coolidge 
policies.” 

Hoover Silent in Cabinet. 


“During his service in the cabinet, 
Hoover has never advanced an out- 
standing suggestion for constructive 
action,” the nominee said. “He has 
been content in a cabinet of mediocres 
to occupy a position of quiescence. 

“His principal efforts have been ob- 
structive of progressive legislation as, 
for instance, in the defeat of the Mec- 
Nary-Haugan bill and the failure to 
propose a substitute. 

“The record of Senator Curtis dis- 
closes him to be the king of stand- 
patters. While he voted three times 
for the MecNary-Haugen bill he re- 
versed this attitude at the last minute 
and supported the president’s veto, 
thus accomplishing the final defeat of 
the bill. 

“He voted to seat Lorimer and 
Newberry. He opposed the resolution 
advising the president to call for the 
resignation of Secretary Denby. He 
sought to encompass the defeat of the 
Norris resolution relative to the seat- 
ing of Smith and the investigation of 
excessive and corrupt expenditures in 
primaries.” 

Reads Henning Article. 


Senator Robinson read a portion of 
an article he said was written for the 
Chicago Tribune by Arthur Sears 
Henning, who declared that while 
many republicans intended to vote for 
Governor Smith in Pennsylvania, the 
state seemed safe for Mr. Hoover “‘con- 
sidering how much money Mr. Mellon 
has not failed to blow on the election 
feast and how potent money is in 
Pennsylvania elections, that ought to 
settle it.’”” Senator Robinson then said: 

“This constitutes an _ assertion, 
which, fairly interpreted, means that 
the secretary of the treasury, the sec- 
ond richest man in the United States, 
intends to buy the election away from

Virginia Senator Also 
Charges Borah Attempts 
To Mislead Electorate 
on Nominee’s Record. 


Richmond, Va., October 23.—(7)-—< 
Senator Carter Glass in a speech here 
tonight took Senator Borah to task 
for what he charged was an attempt . 
on the part of the Idaho senator to 
exculpate Herbert Hoover from blame 
for war-time fixing of wheat prices 
and attempting to shift the blame 
to President Wilson and Senator 
Glass, secretary of the treasury in 
the Wilson cabinet. 

“Senator Borah undertakes,” said 
Senator Glass, “to exculpate Mr. Hoo- 
ver by asserting that the price of 
wheat was fixed at $2.26 a bushel 
by advice of the national agricultural 
advisory committee, and by implicae 
tion, justifies the action by saying 
Carter Glass, secretary of the trease 
ury in the Wilson cabinet, wrote the 
committee and cabled the president in 
favor of reducing the high cost of 
living in the country, 

“Hence, he argues, President Wil- 
son and his secretary of the treasury 
were responsible. As his warm pere 
sonal friend, I refuse to disparage 
the intellectual integrity of Senator 
Borah by supposing that he honestly 
accepts his own hypothesis. 

Turnning aside from his theme aft- 
er reading a prepared address. Sena- 
tor Glass denied that prohibition was 
an issue in the presidential campaign 
and said that he was being charged 
with betraying prohibition by a “trini- 
ty of Methodist popes” now trying to 
turn the Methodist Episcopal chureh, 
south, into the Methodist republican 
church, south, 

Mentioning Bishop James Cannon, 


Jr., by name, the Virginia senator 
said “Ei was using my.humble endeay- 


ors in the interest of prohibition when” =

“I was for the extermination of the 
liquor traffic when Bishop Cannon 
was known from one end of this com- 
monwealth to the other as one quart 
Cannon.” 

Declaring that he would remind the 
bishop of a fact which “he has per- 
haps conveniently forgotten,” Sena- 
tor Glass said that when a bill was 
pending in congress to make it a 
crime to ship whisky from a wet to a 
dry state, Bishop Cannon came to 
Washington and insisted that Virgin- 
ians be allowed to receive one quart 
of whisky a month.” 

Senator Glass declared that Herbert 
Hoover as food administrater “made 
contracts with foreign nations with- 
out consultation with the treasury 
which had to raise the money, an 
refused to let these nations cancel 
these contracts when the war ended 
and they no longer required products 
controlled by American food prof- 
iteers.” 

The veteran Virginia senator, secre- 
tary of the treasury in the Wilson 
administration, hurled this accusation 
in the first of a series of speeches 
along the route followed a short time 
ago by Senator William E. Borah, of 
Idaho, in speaking for the republic- 
an campaign. : 

“Even in these exasperating circum- 
stances,” he said, “totally unbusiness- 
like and uneconomic, the treasury 
never thought of neglecting any moral

O'Fallon case which will decide the 
principles to be employed in the valu- 
ation of the properties of the rail- 
roads and other public utilities for 
rate making and other purposes. This 
case involves billions of dollars and 
affects the pocketbook of every fam- 
ily in the United States. 


Contention of Railroads. 


The railroads—and the principles 
announced in this case will apply to 
all railroads—are contending that 
their properties should be valued at 
their present cost of reproduction. 
This principle. it is estimated. would 
practically double the valuation upon 
which rates are now fixed, giving the 
railroads an aggregate value of some 
40 or 50 billion dollars. Under the 
terms of the transportation act this 
would require a large increase in 
freight and passenger rates’ which 
would seriously affect every shipper 
and consumer in the country. If 
granted, it would send railroad stocks 
and bonds sky-rocketing and start a 
new boom on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion, on the other hand. has held, 
after nearly 15 years’ investigation of 
the question, that the valuation 
should be fixed on a basis represent- 
ing more nearly what has actually 
been invested in the roads. It reaches 
this substantially by estimating the 
original cost of building the roads at 
pre-war prices and adding the actuai 
cost of all subsequent additions and 
betterments. ; 

This method produces a valuation 

15 or 20 billion dollars less than that 
for which the railroads are. contend- 
ing and will leave the level of fréigzht 
and passenger rates about where they 
are now. 
_ This great question, which applies 
in the long run to street railways, 
electric light plants and every other 
fofm of public utilities, may be said 
without exaggeration to eclipse any 
economic question that has been dis- 
cussed by é¢ither Hoover or Smith. 
It reaches the very heart of railroad 
rates, street car fares, electric light 
and gas charges and thus in a very 
direct way touches the people’s pock- 
etbooks as well as the bank accounts 
of the security owners. 


Public Utility Cases. 


Closely related to this fundamental 
question of valuation is a series of 
publie utility cases brought before the 
court by several great cities which 
are of interest to every municipality 
in the country. These all center 
around the qnestion—When is a con- 
, tract not a contract? 


to the power of the cities to require 
publie utilities to provide service at 
the rates ag to by the corpora- 
tions in their franchises as a condi- 
tion of doing ‘ business, 

In the forefront is New York, rep- 

resented by Mayor <‘Jimmy” Walker 
and other counsel, fighting for the 
right to retain a five-cent fare on its 
subway and other rapid transit lines. 
©lose behind is Philade[phia with a 
similar five-cent fare case and Los An- 
geles with a contest involving substan- 
tially the same principle. Kentucky 
also has a gas case which comes in the 
same general class. 
Every other city in the country is 
watching the outcome of these cases 
as they will determine largely the 
powers of municipalities to control 
their public utilities. 

These cases also reach the Ameri- 
can family pocketbook, ‘They deal 
with dimes, nickels and pennies, but 
in the aggregate they affect hundreds 
of millions of dollars in rates and 
billions of property values: 

The greatest contest between groups 
of states in American history, «except 
that which led to the civil war, also 
comes: before the supreme court for 
decision during this term. This is the 
so-called Chicago diversion case, which 
is to determine whether the city- of 
Chicago shall continne to divert large 
quantities of water from Lake Michi- 
gan in order to solve her sanitation 
problems. 

Fought By St& States. 


Six states borderingy; on the Great 
Lakes—Wisconsin, Minnesota, Mich- 
igan, Ohio, Pennsylvania and New 
York—are up in arms claiming that 
the diversion has lowered the water 
level of all the lakes, thus injuring 
the commerce, navigation and other 
interests of these states. Llinois, 
backed by four states along the Mis- 
sissippi—Kentucky, Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi and Arkansas—is defending the 
right to this diversion under a permit 
issued by the secretary of war as an 
aid to navigation. : 

There is also an international aspect 
to the ease because Canada has filed 
representations that this diversion se- 
riously injures her interests, 

The issue is so acute and the prop- 
erty interests involved on -both sides 
are so enormous that without such a 
tribunal as the siwpreme court to de- 
cide the case it might easily have re- 
sulted in open hostilities and re- 
prisals between the contesting states. 
Many a war has been fought over 
matters of far less weight and con- 
sequence. 

Another case: involving a phase of 
a great commercial war is the Louis 
K. Liggett case. This is the first great 
battle in the contest between the chain 
stores and the independent merchants. 
The small drug stores in Pennsylvania 
succeeded in securing a law prohibiting 
corporations from acquiring and oper- 
ating additional retail drug stores. The 
alleged purpose of the act is to pro- 
tect the public health but fits obvious 
object is to halt the triumphant on- 
ward march of the chain drug. stores.

THE GOOD OLD SLUMBER 
TIME 


The evils wrought by dance mara- 
thons are already beginning to mani- 
fest themselyes. The oe carried 
an jtem the other day about a team 
that had gone through the dance mar- 
athon and now proposed to rearrange 
a full four-year college course along 
so called marathon lines. The young 
persons planned to study about 19 
hours a day, and sleep only four or 
five hours, sleeping 15 minutes out of 


« 


the time, thus completing the entire 
course in one year or less. 

Now there may be some sense in 
the notion that a normal young adult 
can get along on less than the custo- 
mary eight hours of sleep, but it does 
seem to me that the scientific sharps 
are taking an wuneconscionably long 
time to -prove it. 

The legend about Napoleon, Edison 
and other famous men who, one may 
believe if he likes, required only a 
few hours of sleep every night, is just 
a legend. Doubtless there were crises 
in Napoleon’s life when he slept lit- 
tle. It is easy to believe that Edison 
might stay with some importunt piece 
of experimental work even if he has 
to cut in on the regular sleep sched- 
ule, But, shucks, every doctor who 
has ever engaged in practice knows 
how to get along on short sleep ra- 
tions, and what of it? That a man 
lives on in spite of the loss of sleep 


impaired his health or efficiency. 

The exact sleep ration for a given 
individual or class is difficult to de- 
termine, but here is a fair &chedule 
of requirements for persons of differ- 
ent age groups: 

Infants up to two months of age 
require 20 hours sleep. 

Infants from 2 to 6 months old re- 
quire 16 hours sleep. 

Infants 6 months to 1 year old re- 


pers at the 


quire 15 hours. 

From 1 to 2 years, 14 hours. 

Two to 4 years, 13 hours, 

Four to 7 years, 12 hours. 

Children up to the age of 12 years 
require 11 hours. 

Children from 12 to 16 need not 
less than 10 hours sleep. 

After 16, students or brain work- 


‘ers, S hours. 


Athletes, muscle workers, require 
more sleep, 9 hours. 

Sedentary adults may do very well 
with 71-2 to 8 hours sleep. 

Elderly folk, not physically active, 
require 7 hours or less. 

As a health investment it surely 
pays to have the most comfortable 
sleeping arrangements one can obtain. 
The room itself should be inviting; and 
the bed, of course, should attract and 
not repel the owner. It is a fine 
thing, when everything is going wrong 
or you are clean tired out and all out 
of sorts and everything, to have a nest 
where you can hop in and in almost 
no time forget all your woes. Then if 


the bed is the right sort, everything | 


will look so different in the morning! 

One too common fault with sleep- 
ing gear is sagging at the middle like 
a blooming hammock. To one hard- 
ened to sleeping on the ground or on 
a plank or in a Pullman bunk this 
may not be a serious drawback, but 
it is impossible for anyone who un- 
derstands or appreciates the health 
value of comfort to sleep like a jack 
knife. See that your bed gives even- 
ly at all points if it gives at all un- 
der your weight. 

The second fault with alleged ac- 
commodations in the bed chamber is 
heavy coverings. Blow yourself to 
feathers or down, for lightness with 
Warmth, and you'll have less of that 
delightful nightmore in which a rhin- 
ocerous playfully rolls around on your 
chest. 

When we consider that one spends 
perhaps 10 times as much time in 
hig bed as in his automobile, it is 
curious that.the padding and springs 
of the latter are the more carefully 
calculated to provide comfort.

After the suecess of his Graustark 
series McCutcheon had a desire to 
learn whether his reputation was re- 
sponsible for the sale of his later 
books, so he wrote “Brewster's Mil- 
lions” and had it published under the 
name “Richard Greaves.” The book 
wus well received and it was not un- 
til after a large sale that the public 
learned that its author was Mr. Me- 
Cutcheon. 

Although some reviewers referred 
to his Graustark novels as “Senda 
stories,” Mr. McCutcheon declared he 
had never read “The Prisoner of Zen- 
da’? when he wrote “Graustark.” He 
expressed the belief that the works 
of Robert Louis Stevenson had more 
influence on his writings than those 
of any other author. 

Although many of his best novels 
were cast in Enropean settings, Me- 
Cutcheon, singularly enotgh, enjoyed 
only one short trip abroad during his

“Let us also have the sportsmanlike 
spirit and be fair to both candidates. 
1 do not regard it as any disparage- 
ment of the personal qualities of 
Smith to prefer Hoover.

High Point, N. C., October 23.— 
(Special.)—Republican claims to gen- 
eral prosperity for the country be- 

cause of its administration during the 
last seven years were discounted by 
_ former Senator Thomas W. Hardwick 
im an address delivered before the 
Democratic club here tonight. 

Mr. Hardwick, taking up the con- 
tentions of Herbert Hoover in the lat- 
ter’s Newark address some weeks ago 
that the United States now is pros- 
perous and that the alleged prosperity 
is due entirely to the republican re- 
gime, graphically analyzed both the 
economie condition of the nation at 
present ang gave a history of the 
policy of. the major party in this re- 
gard, 

The former solon, who has been 
speaking in behalf of the candidacy of 
Governor Alfred E. Smith, said: 

“In ee his campaign at New- 
ark, N. J., some weeks ago, the re- 
publican nominee for president rested 
his own case and the case of his party 
upon two contentions: 

“First, that the country is now 
prosperous and has during the past 
seven and a half years of republican 
rule enjoyed a period of general and 
stable prosperity; and, second, that 
the party in power had greatly con- 
tributed to that result by its wise and 
efficient administration of the gov- 
ernment during that period. 


Denies Contentions. 


“Tt is worthy of note that the re- 
publican nominee did not also say by 
the ‘honest’ administration of the gov- 
ernment. It is my purpose tonight to 
dispute both of these contentions, to 
deny both of these promises and thus 
attack the smug conclusion reached 
by the republican nominee that for 
these reasons the republican party 
ought to be continued in office and 
power for four years more. 

“I dispute the contention of Mr. 

Hoover that the country is at the 
present moment generally prosperous 
or that it has been so during the past 
seven and a half years of republican 
rule. Statistics showing that the vol- 
ume-of business and of export trade 
of the country is increasing do not 
necessarily establish the proposition 
that the country as a whole is pros- 
perous or that the average citizen is 
prosperous. If a great volume of busi- 
ness is transacted at a loss, or at a 
yrofit so small that it is negligible, 
Mr. oover’s figures prove nothing 
when they are considered in connec- 
tion with the facts and figures I 
shall endeavor to present to you to- 
night. 

“There may be a hind of deceptive 
prosperity in some of the great cities 
and among some of the more highly 
protected industries, but even there, 
while the number of stock-manipu- 
lating millionaires has increased, the 
bread-line has grown in length and 
the poverty of the masses is increas- 
ing. As I speak now, 4.000.000 men 
are out of employment in this coum- 
try. vainly walking the streets of 
the great cities in search for employ- 
ment they cannot find. and more than 
5,000,000 farmers, during the past 
seven and a half years have abandon- 
ed their farms to flock to our already 
overcrowded cities and towns. 

“Some of the manufacturers pro- 
tected by a hich tariff may be in- 
creasing their wealth, but the laborer, 
the farmer. the merchant and the 
banker dependent upon them, have 
no profit either to preserve or in- 
crease. Times may be prosperous, or 
appear so temporarily, in the finan- 
cial districts among the men wio 
speculate in bonds if and when they 
guess right. but times are not pros- 
perous for the farmer, the merchant 
and the average business man in Geor- 
gia, in the south, in the west and 
in most parts of the east. 


What Reports Show. 


“The latest reports of the bureau 
of internal revenue of the United 
States government show that 41 per 
eent to 51 per cent of all the cor- 
porations in this country have made 
no profits and are making none now, 
but have actual deficits. 

“These same reports show that 196 
great corporations, each with net 


revenues per annum of more than $5.- 
000.000, but constituting less than 
one-tenth of one per cent in number 
of the total business corporations of 
the country, have made more than 32 
per cent of all the profits made by 
all the business corporations of the 
country. 

' “These same reports, issned in 1926, 
also show that those great business 
corporations in this country, each 
earning an annnal net revenue of 
hundreds of millions or more, al- 
though constituting less than one-half 
of the total number of business cor- 
porations in the country, made more 
than 51. per cent. 

“Dunn’s Review records the fact 
that the number of business failures 
in this country have been steadily 
increasing during six years of repub- 
lican rule, both in number and in 
volume of liabilities, until in the year 

927 we had reached the high wa- 
ter mark with 23,146 Sgeehey with 
liabilities aggregating $520,000,000. 

“The reports of the bureau of in-

My viewpoint is that the time has not yet come when there should | 


be a rule to prevent scouting. 


n the first place, it has become an integral part of the game, and | 


I never think of it as anything but legitimate. 


Scouting has been employed by virtually all universities and col-| 
It is recognized by all competing universities. 


leges for years. 
the rule of the game. 

Scouts visiting opposing campuses 
receive tickets in the press box for 
games they desire to see. 

Perhaps there have been times in 
the past when scouting was carried 
on to an unethical degree. 1 know 
of a case where a man representing 
a large university made himself at 
hom? on the field of a competing 
eleven where open practice was held. 
As the school was in a large city 
he was able to spend considerab'e 
time doing this kind of work. Such 
procedure deserves only condemnation. 
even though the practices were open 
to the public. 

Things Accomplished. 
, at this point, state briefly 
is accomplished in scouting. 
The scout is first of all expected to 
obtain information on the various 
formations of offense in use by the 
opposing elevens, and to get as much 
detail of the execution of play as 
he possibly can. 

At the same time he is supposed 
to pick out the strong and weak 
points of another team’s attack. He 
also attempts to learn as much as

Oils, Coppers Lead Advance; 
Chicago Floor Break Felt 


New York, October 23.—(4)—The 
curb market made moderate recovery 
today from a severe setback in the 
early hours of trading, with oils and 
coppers leading the advance. The sell- 
ing was partly in response to a sharp 
break on the Chicago exchange yes- 
terday in a number of stocks traded 
on this market.

New York, October 23.—(Special.) 
In New York, American business will 
pause a moment tomorrow night to 
honor nine great industrial pioneers. 
To these nine men the business world 
will pay tribtue at a banquet which 


will be attended by the great Ameri- 
ean captains of industry, represent- 
ing. it is said, about $10,000,000,000. 

Henry Ford, 65, for automobiles ; 
‘ 57, and Glenn H. 


Edison, 81, for invention; Charles M. 
Schwab, 66, for iron and steel; Julius 
Rosenwald, 66, for merchandising ; 
George Eastman, 74, for photography ; 
Cyrus H. K. Curtis, 78, for publish- 
ing, and Harvey 8, Firestone, 60, for 
rubber. 
All Were Poor Boys. 

Not one of these nine great pioneers 
is a college graduate. Many of them 
have, however, received honorary col- 
lege degrees after they became famous. 
All began as poor boys. Four of 
them did not finish high school. Each 
of them has made distinct contribu- 
tion to American life in a different 
way. 

Thousands of boys in America who 
have been unable to go to college 
should take heart. The story of these 
men demonstrate clearly there is no 
roval road to success, even for the 
college graduate. 

The New York stock exchange— 
the most important in the United 
States—is a close corporation with 
1,100 members. Each of these mem- 
berships is valuable in that it en- 
titles its owner to trade directly on 
the stock exchange with other mem- 
bers.

It was not until 1919 that a mem- 
bership sold for more than $100,000. 
Still, only four years ago a member- 
ship could have been secured for $76,- 
006. from that time the member- 
ship began to rise on every succeeding 
sale. This year breaks the record. 
The lowest price was $290,000, and 
the latest one sold brought just 
$480,000. 

The 1,100 memberships are now 
worth $520,000,000. There is a move- 
ment on foot to increase the number 
of members by the sale of from 25 to 
100 additional seats at the current 
price of about a half million dollars 
each. If this is done, undoubtedly 
they will go fast, for even at that 
figure a New: York stock exchange 
membership is considered a desirable 
and valuable purchase.
